Each local board will act as a sol­ 
diers’ employment agency until 
de­ 
mobilization of the whole 
national 
army has been completed. 
The system would return the sol­ 
diers to civil life by exactly the same 
course as they were taken into the 
army. 
Rough details as worked out 
by General Crowder’s office are: 
Each board has a record of the jobs 
the sqldiers left when they joined the 
army, ap the first step would 
be 
to 
ask the former employer if he wishes 
to re-employ the men. 
All employers would be asked to 
list their labor needs with the local 
board and the kind of work the sol­ 
diers can do will be ascertained. 
lf a local board informs the com­ 
mander of a demobilization camp that 
it could place fifty machinists, that 
number of men coming 
under 
the 
jurisdiction of the board making the 
request could be discharged from the 
army directly into civil jobs. 
Congressmen who were acquainted 
with Crowder’s plan today indorsed 
it, declaring it was the only possible 
way so far suggested for demobilizing 
an army of millions of men without 
derangement of the labor market.

Let us not make the mistake of 
imagintag that the war is over and 
the fruits.of victory are ready for the 
plucking the moment peace is de­ 
clared. 
As Herbert Hoover said, in a 
recent statement; 
“Our objects in the overthrow of all 
autocracies in Europe and the estab­ 
lishment of government by the people 
is but part of our great burden. 
For 
beyond this, when these iinnlediate ob­ 
jects are attained, we still have be­ 
fore us the greatest problem that our 
government has ever faced, if we are 
to prevent Europe’s immolation in a 
conflagration of anarchy such as Rus­ 
sia is plunged in today. 
“We must nurse Europe back to in 
dustry and self-support, and we must 
ourselves avoid entanglement in the 
process.” 
It is indeed a huge task, and one 
which we cannot avoid if we wish to 
press our unselfish program to its log­ 
ical conclusion, making the victory 
sure and lasting, and insuring the 
peace and prosperity of mankind here­ 
after.

That is a 
task second in magnitude only to the 
task which the forces of civilization 
are just now finishing. Hating crushed 
the greatest military menace in his­ 
tory, we must now crush the menace 
of political and social confusion. 
We must begin by helping to police 
and control every country that needs 
it, until the nations concerned can 
get on their feet and manage tneir 
own affair*. 
We cannot shirk that 
duty even if we would like to, be­ 
cause our own safety and happiness 
are involved.

I received your most welcome letter 
yesterday and sure was glad to hear 
from you again. It sure makes a fel­ 
low feel good to hear from home. I 
also received the Register and believe 
me I was glad to get it. 
I read nearly 
every line in it. 
The. flu must be terrible out there 
and believe me you sure want to be 
careful. It turns into Septic Pneu­ 
monia and then you 
are 
a 
goner. 
There is no more Flu here in this 
camp now. 
They raised the quaran­ 
tine yesterday, so you see 
we 
are 
pretty safe. 
They sure take every 
precaution 
in 
keeptrrgr the 
boys 
healthy. We have throat and nose in­ 
spection every day, a sick call every 
morning, anti-septic cans to spit in 
and every other practical precaution. 
They have a dispensatory here and 
if any one feels sick or in need of any 
medicine he car go there and get it or 
have his temperature taken any time. 
Yes, we have been shot ip the arm, 
and believe me it sure was terrible 
Several of the boys got very sick for 
a few hours and I was one of them. 
It d!d not effect me until after I went 
to bed that night and then mv tem­ 
perature went up. I felt fine in the 
morning though except my arm was a 
little sore. 
Fifteen or twenty of the 
boys fainted on the parade field at re­ 
treat that evening and they called the 
Red Cross and carried them away. 
I am glad to tell you. and I know' 
you will also be glad to hear, that I 
have taken my examination for Com­ 
mission and passed successfully.

papers have been sent to Washington 
and it will be a month before I receive 
it. because thev have to go through 
military channels.

We went to 
breakfast over at a little restaurant 
near camp and sure made the eggs, 
coffee and hot cakes look sick.

Hancock and believe me we wiped 
them off the map. W e had two bands 
and about ten thousand- rooters, so 
von see we had a great game.

asked about dental work. I have not 
seen an instrument since I have been 
here and probably won’t until I leave 
for some camp. 
Dentists who are commissioned now 
m ust take military training, an officers 
course, and has to be a good soldier

them. It seems like a rotten deal at

we went to a dugout while the bu 
bardment was going on.

No Man’s Land was a small ridge, 
I went up there early that morning 
and saw a wonderful sight. 
In the 
distance I could see the Germans re­ 
treating and our infantry advancing 
close on their heels. 
On the sale of 
the ridge were cannons, ammunition 
trains and suldi rs coming forward as 
fast as they could. 
We sure got a bunch of prisoners. 
The road I was on was lined with pris­ 
oners all day. 
I have a couple of good souvenirs to 
rend home as soon as I got to a place 
whore I can mail them. One is a Ger­ 
man revolver with the belt and bayo­ 
net, the other a belt with a saw tooth 
bayonet. 
It was a pitiful sight to see the poor 
refugees left in the town we captured. 
They stat ted moving to the rear as 
soon as the Americans drove the boche j 
out of the towns- 
Mont of them were j 
old people. They would go trailing 
down the road with a little wagon | 
which had all of their belongings oaj 
it. 
I don’t see bow they lived as none 
of the Jand is fanned as far as we’ve i 
beer. 
Some cf them told the boys 
that the Red Cross had been feeding 
them. 
it has been raining here most every­ 
day. 
The other night when the drive 
started we worked in the rain until 12 
o’clock. 
We were all wet when we 
went to a culvert under Hie railroad 
William Planchon and Elman Pjan* track wh re we remained while the 
bombardment was going on. The wind 
howled through the culvert and we a! 
most froze to death. 
When we went 
out in the morning we were awful stiff 
ai d several miles from our kitchen, so 
we ate a cut of cont v.illie and a box 
of hard tack for breakfast. Then we 
vent up and went to work on our road. 
In two hours we were dry and were 
the happiest soldiers in France.

A letter from Charles l.eimer. an . 
other Orange boc on the west front, 
stated that Le had met Slater and that 
the latter was suffering trom an acci­ 
dent to his foot. 
l.ieutenam Slater is the first cas­ 
ualty of that type from this com m uni­ 
ty. 
He is the first from here to he 
perm anently crippled. 
To his many 
friends it seems more than an ordi­ 
nary misfortune because of the fact f 


that before entering the service he 
was of unusually active disposition 
and a star in various branches of 
athletic sports. 
He w as a m em ber of 
the champion O range Athletic Club 
basketball team for many years. 
Friends of 
Lieutenant 
Slater are 
already preparing for bis home com ­ 
ing and will do their utmost to make 
up to him for the sacrifice he has 
made when he com es hack, wearing 
his badge of heroism.
